The rejection of the claims 1-3, 5 and 6 under 35 USC 1 12 still stands. 
Applicants have not amended the claims to the extend that it would overcome the rejection. 
V still has the term terms aryl and heteroaryl which are not enabled to be commensurate to the 
scope of the claim. 

Applicants have amended the claims such that R4 is a heterocyclo, however heterocyclo 
covers a large scope and applicants do not have any examples commensurate with the claims. 

The pharmaceutical ait is highly unpredictable. 

See In re Fisher, 166 USPQ 18, at 24 (In cases involving unpredictable factors, such as most 
chemical reactions and physiological activity, the scope of enablement obviously varies inversely 
with the degree of unpredictability of the factors involved.), Nationwide Chemical Corporation, 
et al V. Wright, et al, 192 USPQ 95 (one skilled in chemical and biological arts cannot always 
reasonably predict how different chemical compounds and elements might behave under varying 
circumstances), Ex parte Sudilovsky 21 USPQ2d 1702 (Appellant's invention concerns 
phannaceutical activity. Because there is no evidence of record of analogous activity for similar 
compounds, the art is relatively unpredictable) In re Wright 27 USPQ2d 1510 (the physiological 
activity of RNA viruses was sufficiently unpredictable that success in developing specific avian 
recombinant virus vaccine was uncertain).
